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Pontiff s Illness Increases 
Work Load of Cardinals 


VATICAN CITY A P )-T he ill­ 
ness of Pope John XXIII focu ses 
attention on the Roman Catholic 
Chu rch’s College of Cardinals. 


These 82 princes of the Chu rch 
represent the Pope’s senate. They 
are his closest advisrs and col­ 
lab orators. Cardinals also head 
Vatican administrative b odies that 
m anage the day -to-day affairs of 
the Chu rch. 


It will b e the cardinals, gath­ 
ered in secret conclave, who will 
elect a new Pope. Almost certain­ 
ly they will choose one of their 
nu m b er. 


With the Pope ill, more work is 
certain to fall on their shou lders, 
particu larly on Amleto Cardinal 
Cicognani, Vatican secretary of 
state, who spent a qu arter cen­ 
tu ry in Washington as apostolic 
delegate. 


is prob ab ly b etter acqu ainted with 
The 80-y ear-old Italian cardinal 
Pope John’s thou ghts and policies 
than any other prelate. 


Bu t only the Pope can act on 
au ch m atters as his Eu cmenical 


Cou ncil and diplomatic negotia­ 
tions the Vatican is said to have 
entered with Commu nist Hu ngary 
and Poland. 


The Pope is the ab solu te ru ler 
of the Roman Catholic Chu rch. It 
recognizes no su b stitu te for his 
au thority . Catholics feel he holds 
su prem e power as the su ccessor 
of St. Peter. 


His dom inant role is reflected 
in the provision that an Ecu m eni­ 
cal Cb u ncil 
is 
su spended au to­ 
matically on the death of the Pope 
who convened it. The new Pope 
can leave it su spended or recon­ 
vene it. 


The prospect in the case of pro­ 
longed illness is that the Vatican 
adm inistrative agencies will con­ 
tinu e to handle cu rrent affairs, 
leaving m ajor prob lems in ab ey ­ 
ance. 


In an interregnu m , b etween the 
death of one Pope and the elec­ 
tion of another, su ch a situ ation 
also exists. 


The cardinals have 
an 
even 
more 
prominent role, and 
the 


central figu re is not the secre­ 
tary of state — b u t the cardinal 
cham b erlain, Benedetto Alois! Ma- 
sella. 
In the period of interregnu m all 
cardinals present in Rome will 
meet daily to handle rou tine b u si­ 
ness. The cham b erlain will serve 
as a sort of interim adm inistrator. 
Not less than 15 day s after a 
Pope's death, and not more than 
18, the cardinals m u st meet in se­ 
cret 
conclave 
to elect 
a new 
pontiff. 
The next conclave will meet u n­ 
der ru les revised b y Pope John 
last Octob er—a month b efore he 
b ecame seriou sly ill. 
The next conclave will b e the 
b iggest ever, for Pope John en­ 
larged the College of Cardinals. At 
present it has 29 Italian mem b ers 
and 53 of other nationalities. 
Althou gh the relative strength of 
the Italian grou p is sm aller than 
it has b een in centu ries, it is like­ 
ly that the next Pope will b e Ital­ 
ian. There has not b een a non- 
Italian pontiff since the Du tch- 
b orn Adrain VI, elected in 1522.

VATICAN CITY ( A P ) - “Death” 
b ru shed close to Pope John XXIII 
today , b u t he weathered the cri­ 
sis. 


Persistent 
hem orrhaging 
left 
him in grave condition. 


The Vatican disclosed he is su f­ 
fering from gastric heteroplasia 
—a growth in the stomach. This 
cou ld b e a cancer or a tu mor, 
either b enign or malignant. 


The diagnosis, pu b lished b y the 
Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, was the first specifically 
defining the illness of the 81-y ear- 
old Roman Catholic pontiff. 


The dictionary definition of he­ 
teroplasia is formation of ab nor­ 
mal tissu e or of normal tissu e in 
an ab normal locality . 
Throu gh tense hou rs this mor­ 
ning, three doctors were at the 
Pope's b edside 
and worked to 
sou rces reported. 
It was the worst crisis of the 
illness which felled him b riefly 
last fall and has since recu rred 
interm ittently . 
Medical personnel ru shed in and 
ou t of the papal apartm ent. 
It is p o ssib le th e 
doctors have 
not determined the exact kind of 
growth involved. 
In th e past, su rg­ 
ery had b een considered for ex­ 
ploratory pu rposes — and b een 
rejcted as too dangerou s for the 
pontiff b ecau s-e of his age and 
condition. 
Called “ Stomach Disorder” 
Until today , the Vatican had 
said only that the Pope had • 
stomach disorder. 
L’Osservatore said the hemor­ 
rhages, “cau sed b y the gastric he­ 
teroplasia, which has affected the 
Holy Father for ab ou t a y ear, 
after b eing arrested for several 
months, have had an accentu ated 
resu mption in recent day s.”

Un­ 
til now, his illness had b een dated 
to last Novemb er. 
The doctors were Piero Mazzoni 
of Rome, who has remained al­ 
most constantly at the apostolic 
palace for a week; Antonio Gas- 
b arrini, the Pope’s personal phy ­ 
sician; and Pietro Valdoni, one of 
Italy ’s leading su rgeons. 
Called To Pope’s Bedside 
Mazzoni went to the Pope’s b ed. 
side at 9 :15 a.m. An hou r later 
Gasb arrini was u shered into the 
papal 
apartm ent. Then Valdoni 
was called in.

Anti-Communist Movies

There was an up ­ 
roar, and to avoid an interna­ 
tional incident, the Censor Board 
retreated. 
This one had a hap p y ending . 

What is 
vital is to observe the nature of 
the never-r e s t i n g Communist 
ap p aratus.

Mounted Police boat, St. Roch, 
reached Halifax , N.S., to become 
the first ship ever to circumnavi­ 
g ate the North American conti­ 
nent.

Five y ears ag o:—Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle ag reed to form a new 
French g overnment on condition 
that he have full p ower to avert 
civil w ar and reform the French 
constitution. 
One y ear ag o:—U S. forces in 
Thailand were joined by a British 
jet fig hter squadron and small 
air and g round fortes from Aus­ 
tralia to meet threats to the king ­ 
dom of Laos by p ro-Communist 
troop s. 


p ersonnel were rotating in and 
out of bases in Sp ain, Britain, 
Turkey , Liby a and elsewhere un­ 
der Strateg ic Air Command — a 
total just over 400,000. 
Added to this are 
about 
the 
sam e num ber of American civil­ 
ians who are the resjx jnsibility of 
the Europ ean Command — either 
wives and children of servicemen 
stationed abroad, or civilian em ­ 
p loy es of the services. The g rand 
total earlier this y ear was 809,000. 
The Army reckons that a sol­ 
dier in Europ e with his 
family 
costs 
$1,000 a y ear 
in 
“g old 
flow.” This is not his p ay or the 
cost of maintaining him, but the 
money 
which 
he 
sp ends 
in 
Europ e 
that 
leaves the United 
States reserves. 


IN CONTRAST with the $1,000 
that 
a 
soldier-with-family costs 
in “g old flow” , the Army reck­ 
ons that a soldier without de­ 
p endents sp ends only about $485 
a y ear. 
So it seems p retty ob­ 
vious to the slide-rule boy s in the 
Pentag on that the more soldiers 
without dep endents in Europ e, the 
g reater the g old saving s. 


The other areas where saving s 
look to be p ossible are: Consoli­ 
dation of headquarters to avoid 
dup lication 
or 
over-lap p ing 
of 
functions and elimination of un­ 
necessary functions; tig hter con 
tro 
ove:‘ 
. . . op erations 
witfc 
g reater emp hasis on “ Buy Ameri 
can” ; 
long er tours of duty for 
p ersonne with dep endents in or­ 
der to save transp ort costs; trans­ 
ferring some of the sup p ly dep ot 
functions to other g overnments 
as p ar of a common NATO ef­ 
fort; cutting down of sp ecial p ort 
and eng ineer units; 
“line cuts” 
in org anization tables to reduce 
the number of sp ecialists in over­ 
seas 
divisions 
and 
consolidate 
jobs or assig nments; 
constant— 
and evidently rather irritating — 
ap p eal to soldiers and their de­ 
p endents to avoid sp ending their 
dollars in Europ e; a shift from 
the p resent basis of 9 0-day mili­ 
tary stockp iling in Europ e to 30 
day s. 
The trouble with alm ost every 
one of these p ossibilities is that 
tary or economic realites whch 
tarv or economic realitis which 
simp ly defeat the objective.

Don’t Neglect Varicose Veins 


Deerfield 


Varicose veins are among the 
most common health problems of 
mankind. In order to understand, 
them, one needs to understand the 
circulation. 
W h e n 
your 
heart 
b e a t s , 
blood is forced 
into your arter­ 
ies under pres­ 
sure. This caus­ 
es the 
arteries 
to 
p u l s a t e . 
There is no gpl- 
sation in t h e 
veins. 
In order f o r 
Or. 
Brandstvdt the blood to be 
returned to your heart it m u s t 
fall by gravity or be squeezed up­ 
ward by the contraction of your 
large voluntary muscles. 
This is one reason why exercise 
helps circulation, but even t h i s 
action could not keep the blood 
moving toward your heart unless 
your veins were equipped w i t h 
valves to prevent any backward 
flow. 


THE HARDEST PART of the 
job is getting the blood from your 
feet back to your heart. Most of 
the time you are standing or si­ 
ting, and the blood has to travel 
uphill. 
When the veins of the legs are 
subjected to the pressure of grav­ 
ity, as when you stand in one 
spot for a long time, they m a y 
dilate. 
When such dilation has been at 
work over many years, it 
may 
reach a point where the valves 
can no longer prevent the blood 
from flowing downward. Such val­ 
ves are said to be “incompetent.” 
This is one of the hazards of 
occupations that require standing 
in one place for long periods, as 
may be the case with barbers, 
dentists, bank tellers, and others. 
Pregnancy and childbirth 
a l s o 
favor the development of varicose 
veins in some women. 
When the incompetence is mild 
there are usually no symptoms, 
but the condition is likely to be 
progressive. As it progresses, ach­ 
ing pains, easy tiring, and a feel­ 
ing of heaviness in the legs may 
be present. 
IN THE EARLY STAGES, some 
relief may be used by keeping the 
feet elevated on a footstool as 
much of the time as possible, and 
by wearing an elastic weave roll­ 
er bandage, or elastic stockings. 
These procedures do not 
re­ 
move the cause, nor prevent the 
condition from progressing. 
On the other hand, in the early 


stages the veins may be injected 
with a clotting agent which will 
turn the incompetent veins into 
solid scar tissue. 
The popularity of this method 
has fluctuated and it is now gen­ 
erally agreed that to be effective 
it must be applied early in the 
courseo f the disease. 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT factor 
is th choice of the clotting agent. 
Recent studies indicate that sod­ 
ium tetradecyl sulfate gives the 
best results. 
Taking these veins out of circu­ 
lation, far from interfering with 
the return of blood to the heart, 
improves the process because the 
venous system is an interlacing 
network with numerous d e t o u r 
channels. The operation 
a l s o 
helps to prevent these collateral 
channels from becoming incompe­ 
tent. 
When varicosities have existed 
for many years, such complica­ 
tions as varicose ulcers of t h e 
s k i n and 
inflammation of the 
veins may occur. These complica­ 
tions are best prevented by hav­ 
ing the varicose veins removed. 
IF, HOWEVER, leg ulcers havr 
already developed they must 
be 
healed before the varicose veins 
can be removed. This usually re­ 
quires a prolonged stay in bed 
After the ulcers are healed, if the 
varicose veins are not removed 
the ulcers will return. 
Once the veins are removed, the 
sooner the patient is allowed to 
walk the better, but an elastic 
bandage should be worn for 2 or 
3 months after the operation. 
Although 
varicose 
veins 
are 
common, the greatest damage is 
done by neglecting them and put­ 
ting off having them injected or 
removed.
